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Council Re-appoints Three ToIndustrial Board 


The Elba City Council met 
Tuesday night for what was 
possibly the shortest meeting 
on record for this body. The 
meeting began at 5:45 and the 
councilmen were completely out 
of the building at -7:10 and all 
members were present except 
Councilman Charles Ellis. Ellis 
is away at National Guard sum- 
mer camp. 

There was apparently very 
little business to discuss and 
several members of the council 
expressed a need to attend other 
meetings. 

The first item of business 
was a short report on the 
planned nutritional program for 
the elderly. This program is 
now in the late planning stages 
and will serve a hot meal to 
about 56 adults in Coffee County 
every day. About half of these 
are to be fed in Elba and half 
in Enterprise. I. F. ‘‘Bow’’ 
Dunaway is managing the pro- 
gram during the planning 
Stages. The council voted to 
give Mayor Sawyer, City Clerk 
Jack Prescott and Dunaway au- 
thority to do what was necessary 
to implement the program. 

The council next voted to 
extend for four weeks the pay- 
ment of $50 a week to Lamar 
Kelley for managing the local 
softball program. The program 
was funded for 14 weeks but 
games are lasting eighteen 
weeks. Councilman Ben Car- 
penter noted that in the future 
if the program is to last for 
18 weeks, it should be funded 
for eighteen weeks and nat four- 
teen. 


It was reported that the 
Industrial Board had met and 
voted not to loan the $11,000 
it has in the bank to the city 
general funds. 

Also after checking on the 
possible rent increase on‘ the 
swine lab and the Frosty Morn 
barn, Mayor Sawyer recom- 
mended that no action be taken 
to increase these rents. Saw- 
yer said that a lease on the 
Frosty Morn building was ef- 
fective until 1982 andthe agree- 
ment on the swine lab was that 
after it was paid for the rent 
would drop, but that the state 
was willing to keep it at $250 
due to inflation and high cost 
of maintenance. 

Three terms on the In- 
dustrial board have expired 
and Sawyer recommended that 
they be reappointed. The three 
who were later reappointed are 
Sam Collier, Lamar Rainer, 
Jr. and Oscar Vaughan, Jr. 

Election officials for the 
upcoming city elections were 
discussed and Prescott read 
the list recommended by the 
various councilmen. Prescott 
also announced that a school 
for election officials will be 
held August 9th and at that 
time all candidates May ex- 
amine the voting machines. 

Councilman Virgil Coleman 
gave a committee report on the 
Mulberry Heights Pool and re- 
commended that the additional 
$35 being paid the operator be 
continued. This was done, Also, 
Coleman recommended that ad- 
ditional recreation be provided 


in the area. 

The councilmen discussed 
the pending closing of the local 
medical clinic. A call to the 
Hospital Administrator, Jim 
Nichols, revealed that the clinic 
will close as of Friday of this 
week. Nichols said the clinic 
was opened when Elba lost two 
doctors at one time, just to fill 
a void. He said that since Dr. 
Cooper had returned, and Dr. 
Kimmey and Dr. Crook were 
continuing to work it necessi- 
tated the closing of the clinic. 
Nichols said that if local people 


wanted Dr. Carter to remain 
in Elba they should be sure to 
contact him personally either 
Thursday of Friday this week. 

City Clerk Jack Prescott 
told the council that he had 
called several builders about 
the open space T-hangers 
planned for the airport and also 
asked that if anyone else was 
interested in bidding on the 
structures they should contact 
his office. 

After a vote to pay the bills 
the council adjourned shortly 
after seven. 


P&S Checks 
To Be About 
Week Late 


July checks sent by Pen- 
sions and Security to Alabama’s 
needy aged, blind and disabled 
will be mailed about-a week 
late, Lucile C. McMinn, Coffee 
County Director of Pensions 
and Security, said. She ex- 
plained that the delay is due 
to processing the changes ne- 
cessitated in State checks 
because of July changes in Fed- 
eral Social Security and Sup- 
plemental Security Income 
checks which go to a large 
number of the same persons. 

“Though Alabama pay- 
ments are made entirely from 
State funds, the Federal law 
requires certain State supple- 
mentation to SSI; in addition, 
individual needs must be re- 
lated to amount of other 
income,’’ Mrs. McMinn added. 

“Usually old age checks 
are mailed from Montgomery 
the 23rd of the month and 
those for the aged and disabled 
on the 28th; this month it is 
expected that all will be mailed 
in time to reach beneficiaries 
sometime during the week of 
August 2-6, the Director con- 
cluded.

Called Threatened 
If Profits Decline 


Industrial employes retiring 
in the future are likely to find 
that their pension funds have 
evaporated unless “unwise laws, 
arbitrary regulations, and ca- 
pricious guidelines” are pre- 
vented from weakening the na- 
tion’s industries, the president 


of the American Textile Manu- , 


facturers Institute said recently. 

James D, Finley, who is also 
chairman of the board of J, P. 
Stevens & Co., Inc., told the 
annual meeting of the Georgia 
Textile Manufacturers Associa- 
tion that by 1980, over 50 per 
cent of the money in pension 
funds will be invested in 
American industry, Unless 
these companies are permitted 
to make reasonable profits, he 
said, those funds will be in- 
adequate to provide pensions. 

“There is no other way we 
can finance our future on a 
solid footing except by gen- 
erating higher profits,” he said 
“Somehow people shave ac- 
quired the idea that manufac 
turing companies make about 
33 per cent on sales, That 
actual figure for all American 
industry in 1974 was 5.5 per 
cent and ... . it was less than 
3 per cent fer textiles.”

ONE NATION UNDER GOD 


Recently | came across 
this account of how our Pledge 
of Allegiance to the Flag of 
the United States was begun. 
1 would like to share it with 
you in the column this week. 


“On a warm August morn- 
ing in 1892, Francis Bellamy 
walked into his warm office, 
shut himself in a room alone, 
and began to write. He had 
been asked by James B. Up- 
ham, one of the publishers of 
YOUTH’S COMPANION, to 
write a proper salute to the 
flag which could then be used 
by school children throughout 
the country for the observance 
of Columbus Day that year. 

“On September 9, 1892, 
YOUTH’S COMPANION carried 
Bellamy’s Pledge to the Flag, 
with an explanation of how it 
should be given. While the 
Pledge to the Flag is thus 84 
years old, its authorship re- 
mained clouded until 1936, be- 
cause it was published without 
a by-line credit to the author, 
since it was produced by a 
member of the staff of the 
publication. In 1936, Miss Mag- 
aret Miller of Portsmouth, Vir- 
ginia became interested in find- 
ing out about Francis Bellamy,

At 
Miss Miller’s urging, a Na- 
tional Bellamy Award has been 
established and is given in honor 
of Francis Bellamy."’

ENVIRONMENTAL HEALTH 


Today, I would like to in- 
form the citizens of Coffee 
County of the Environmental 
Health Program in this Coun- 
ty, administered through the 
Coffee County Health Depart- 
ments in Enterprise and Elba. 

The Environmentalists for 
Coffee County are Mr. Gaffney 
Logan, BS Degree, TSU, and 
Richard Brown, who between 
them have a total of 14 
years experience. 


Coffee County has 125 food 
establishments which are in- 
spected every two to three 
months. These  establish- 
ments include cafes, restau- 
rants, school lunchrooms, 
inter-county shippers, meat 
markets, and bakeries. Each 
food establishment is inspect- 
ed for cleanliness, possible 
health hazards, and contami- 
nation during the storage and 
handling of food. 

There are nine dairies 
which are inspected for clean- 
liness and protection from 
contamination. They are 
sampled monthly for a bac- 
teriological analysis, as well 
as penicillin. Included also 
are 15 soft serve ice cream 
machines which are sampled 
monthly and checked for ex- 
cessive bacterial counts.

divisions in Coffee County 
must be inspected if city 
water and city sewage aren’t 
available. All plans must 
also be submitted to the En- 
vironmentalist before  con- 
struction can begin. 

Water samples are collect- 
ed from private, community, 
and public water supplies. 
These samples are_ sent to 
a laboratory in Dothan, Ala- 
bama for bacteriological analy- 
sis. Private waste disposal 
systems must also be inspect- 
ed by the Environmentalists. 
Septic tanks and field lines 
must be inspected and meet 
certain requirements before 
an occupancy permit can be 
issued. In 1975, 225 occupan- 
cy permits were issued out 
of the Enterprise office and 
203 were issued out of the 
Elba office. 

Inspections. are also made 
at Day Care Centers, public 
buildings, camps, recreational 
areas, hotels, and motels. 
These are checked for clean- 
liness and health hazards. 
Hotels and motels are also 
checked for correct sanitary 
facilities, linens, and cleanli- 
mess. Swimming pools _ at 
hotels and motels, as well 
as public pools are checked 
for cleanliness, PH, and 
chlorine. 

Nuisances and complaints 
pertaining to Public Health 
are followed up by the En- 
vironmentalists. 

Rabies control is also 
part of the Environmentalists 
job. If someone is bitten by 
an animal, the Environmenta- 
lists must make sure that the 
animal is either confined at 
home and watched for 10-14 
days or confined at a Veter- 
inary Hospital. Vector con- 
trol (the control of mosquitos 
and fleas) also comes under 
Environmental Health.

OUTLOOK 


Rainfall during the next 
two weeks is going to deter- 
mine whether we make a 
good to excellent peanut crop 
or whether it will be aver- 
age to poor. Once peanuts 
begin to make as they have 
been doing for the last few 
weeks, it is very important 
for this pegging process to 
continue. An inch or two 
of rain a week helps to in- 
Sure continuous pegging and 
growth. 

If we have a dry spell in 
the middle of the growing 
season, the pegging, maturity 
and growth come to a halt 
and then restart when the 
rains begin again. Top 
yields are made when enough 
rainfall comes to continue 
the development from about 
June 15 on until August 15. 

Many areas in Coffee 
County need rainfall. Other 
areas are getting along fair- 
ly well. A good general 
rain would be very benefi- 
cial now to a lot of things.

LIGHTNING 


Each year a half dozen or 
so cattle producers lose cows 
to lightning. Especially in 
the heat of the day cows 
will get under whatever kind 
of tree is available. Some- 
times these trees are struck 
by lightning. Someone told 
me that a cow is more eas- 
ily killed by lightning than a 
human being. I do not know 
the reason for this. 

During a severe lightning 
storm this past week, I no- 
ticed a lot of people out in 
the open, around trees and 
fences, and they seemed to. 
be completely unconcerned 
about the dangers of lightning. 
Maybe I am over concerned, 
but during lightning storms I 
try to stay inside. Most 
of the people I see outside 
are many times children 
playing. We don’t have many 
deaths due to lightning, but 
if just one occurs which could 
be prevented it is too many. 

Incidentally, I see more 
rattlesnakes in late July and 
August than any other time 
of the year. Many times 
rattlers will crawl into yards, 
right in the driveway and 
open places. I don’t know 
why they do this. You cer- 
tainly need to be careful at 
night in walking outside. In 
the day time be very careful in 
peanut fields and weeds. Al- 
so, be very careful if you 
are around old rock piles 
or lumber piles. Remember 
that it seems that more rat- 
tlesnakes will be on the move 
during the next 30 days.

A BILL TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Providing for purging the 
lists of registered voters in 
Coffee County; requiring and 
prescribing the procedure for 
the purging and reidentification 
of registered voters; placing 

n duties on the board of 

,s~.Cars, judge of probate, 
and the county governing body 
relative to the reidentification 
and purging of registered vot- 
ers; and providing a penalty 
for willfully making a false 
statement in connection with 
reidentification. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1: The board of 
registrars of Coffee County is 
hereby directed to purge all 
lists of the qualified electors 
in the county to the end that 
the names of all persons who 
are deceased or nonresidents 
of the county, or have other- 
wise become disqualified from 
voting in Coffee County, ‘shall 
be removed from such lists, 
and that the name of each qual- 
ified elector shall appear only 
on the list uf qualified electors 
for the district and precinct 
in which he resides. 

Section 2. The board of 
registrars shall omit and re- 
move from the lists of qualified 
electors of the county the name 
of any person who fails to re- 
identify himself, in the manner 
prescribed herein, before the 
first day of January, 1978. No 
person whose name is removed 
from the list of qualified el- 
ectors as herein provided shall 
cease permanently to bea qual- 
ified elector nor be subject to 
re-registration, but shall be 
subject only to the require- 
ment that he reidentify himself 
as a duly registered elector 
before being listed on the list 
of qualified electors in the 
county, and ‘before being 
entitled to vote 

Section 3. Prior to the No- 
vember general election of 
1976, the board of registrars 
of Coffee County is authorized 
and directed to commence re- 
identification of the qualified 
electors of the county. The 
members of the board of reg- 
istrars shall meet as provided 
by law at least once, and more 
often if necessary, and remain 
at? each location at least one 
day.from nine o'clock a.m 
until four o'clock p.m. for the 
purpose of enabling qualified 
and registered voters. to 
reidentify themselves The 
board shall give at least ten 
‘days notice, ‘by advertisement 
in all newspapers of general 
circulation published in the 
county, stating the time, date 
and place where they will meet 
Upon failure to give such notice 
or to appear as notified, after 
like notice, they shall fill new 
appointments. The board shall 
remain in session for thirty 
(30) days. During such session 
the board shall visit each loca 
tion on at least one day and

Thousands of people cheered 
the 2500 Bicentennial Wagon- 
eers as they pulled into Val- 
ley Forge, Pa., July 3. For 
some, it was the end of a 
long journey that began a 
year and a half ago; for all, 
it was the triumphant culmi- 
nation of the nationwide pil- 
grimage back to the cradle 
of liberty. 

The park that was the 
journey’s end was the scene 
of another triumphant Ameri- 
can undertaking, where, 200 
years ago, the tiny colonial 
army of Gen. George Wash- 
ington survived a freezing, 
hungry, disease-ridden winter 
to resume their fight for in- 
dependence from Great Britain. 
On July 4 #President Ford 
signed the bill making Valley 
Forge a national park, a na- 
tional shrine. 

I was there, riding the Ala- 
bama prairie schooner, com- 
memorating the bicentennial 
with thousands of other Amer- 
icans in this unique way. Hav- 
ing coordinated the wagon train 
for the 35 days it was in Ala- 


bama in March and April, I ' 


was happy to be able to par- 
ticipate in the grand finale 
in Pennsylvania. 

The people of Pennsylvania 
were ready for us: Riding on 
the wagon for three days, 
from Lancaster, Pa., to Val- 
ley Forge, I waved to thou- 
sands of well-wishers who 
lined the streets and high- 
ways for miles. They waited 
for hours sometimes for the 
flag-bedecked wagons to roll 
by, flanked on the right by 
one or two horseback riders. 
The onlookers, sitting in lawn 
chairs or on pallets in sha- 
dy spots, or standing where 
they could shake hands with 
the horseback riders, waved, 
applauded and cheered us like 
returning heroes as we went 
by. They would read the name 
of each state from each wa- 
gon in chorus as we passed. 
“‘Alabama!”’ they’d shout, and 
then cheer, saying, “Welcome! 
Welcome! _Congratulations!’’ 
Never, during the entire three 
days I was with the train, 
were these well-wishers ab- 
sent from the roadside. 

If anyone in the nation 
should have been tired of 


the bicentennial, it should 
have been these wagoneers 
at Valley Forge, I thought. 


For months and months and 
miles and miles they’d been 
the hub- of countless commu- 
nity bicentennial celebrations, 
signed hundreds of autographs, 


about themselves. It was a 
unique opportunity to talk 
with these people who ordi- 
narily won’t even allow their 
pictures to be taken. To me 
it was another example of 
the uniting effect of the bi- 
centennial wagon train. = 
The Alabama wagon, along 
with the prairie schooners 
from the other . 49 states, 
will be on display at Valley 
Forge until September or 
October. Then it will be 
shipped to Alabama, as a 
gift from the state of Penn- 
sylvania, to be put on dis- 
play here. I hope that Ala- 
bama ___- will be prepared for 
the return of the wagon which 
carried Alabama good will 
and patriotic concern to Penn- 


sylvania, which touched and 
inspired thousands of lives 
because it represents. the 


spirit that settled America. 
The bicentennial is not over; 
in fact, the two hundred 
years up ahead are just start- 
ing and it’s not too late to 
participate in the celebration. 
It is my hope that every 
citizen of the state will be 
concerned enough and proud 
enough. of the wagon’s contri- 
bution that measures will be 
taken to insure that it is 
displayed properly so people 
can view it for years to come.

COURT ERRS IN RULING ALIENS 
CAN HOLD FEDERAL JOBS 


Just a few weeks ago 
the Supreme Court ruled 
that the Constitution for- 
bids the Civil Service Com- 
mission from making any 
regulations that would bar 
aliens from holding jobs 
with the U.S. Government. 

But the problem of 
aliens is not just with those 
who are in this country 
legally and seeking Federal 
employment. Of even 
greater concern are the 
some six to eight million 
aliens who are in the 
United States illegally and 
whose ranks are growing 
by a half-million to one 
million each year. Up to 
three million illegal aliens 
are holding jobs in this 
country, and it is not un- 
common for many of them 
to hold professional and 


technical jobs paying five 
figure salaries. 

A recent study showed 
that illegal aliens cost the 
U.S. taxpayers about $13

Editor Denies Accusation Of Possible Wrong-doings

law prohibited him from selling to the 
City (unless he filed incorporation papers 
and then it is legal). Later, the publisher 
of THE ELBA CLIPPER pointed out to the 
Councilmen, Mayor Sawyer and others lis- 
tening that THE ELBA CLIPPER bought 
from Sawyer and also sold to the City and 
questioned the legality of this. The 
councilmen noted that as long as it was 
legal, they wanted to ‘‘Shop at Home.’’ The 
legality was checked with a least two law- 
yers and the councilmen were informed. 
Later when several people outside the 
council began to question the practice and 
disagree with the licensed lawyers it was 
decided that THE ELBA CLIPPER would 
stop selling anything to the City that had 
been purchased from Sawyer Candy Com- 
pany. 

To point out the extreme measures 
the city fathers have gone in their efforts 
to prevent ‘‘Doubting ‘Thomases’’ from 
having a party with insinuations of wrong- 
doings note the following facts: Councilman 
Ronnie Vaughan works for a chemical firm 
that is incorporated. The law does not 
prevent his company from selling to the 
City of Elba, Vaughan sells to Opp, Anda- 
lusia, Florala, Enterprise, Troy, Luverne, 
Geneva, Dothan and other area towns but 
NOT to Elba. The reason for this is that 
city officials (including Vaughan) felt that 
the City of Elba had had enough problems 
without having to argue with people who 
would think it was against the law or who 
would be confused by the claims of those 
who thought it was against the law. 

We feel confident that anyone who would 
take the time to check the selling price on 
items we sold to the city will find we sold 
them as cheaply or cheaper than they could 
have been purchased anywhere else - and 
many cases the alternate was sending your 
tax money out of town a little sooner, 

The taxpayers of Elba can rest assured 


that if THE ELBA CLIPPER had any intent 
to defraud the City of Elba (or anyone) the 
years of experience in acting as a public 
watchdog have given us enough insight into 
how it is done that it wouldn’t be a matter 
of general knowledge discussed in OPEN 
meetings and with anyone who knew of our 
actions and asked for an explanation. 

At this point, people who have asked‘ 
us why is it such a big deal now if you 
stopped it last year. and they. admit they 
have known about it since that time. Our 
first reaction is to draw the obvious con- 
clusion and note that it was done just before 
the city elections and in spite of the ‘‘may 
or may not’’ disclaimers the half-truths 
and statements taken out of context leave 
the voters of Elba in a state of confusion. 

Then we keep hearing reports of ‘‘they 
(they - meaning those responsible for and 
publishing the story of alleged wrongdoings) 
are mad with you (mad with Ferrin Cox).’’ 
After hearing this from several sources 
and even walking down the street, we did 
some telephoning to find the basis for that 
story. After two days and five long 
distance telephone calls and several ‘‘hold’’ 
and transfers we find that several weeks 
ago a postal inspector was in Coffee 
County checking on' mailing permits. The 
man we talked with in Chattanooga was not 
the one who was in Elba but he was aware 
of the visit.
